AARON BURR. 


The quiet erection of a tombstone over 
his unmarked grave, in the Princeton yard, 
has called to mind the name of Aaron Burr. 
Near fifty eventful years of our country’s his- 
tory have come and gone since his strange 
and brilliant career was run, during which 
time many things have occurred to call his 
memory from oblivion; but scarcely a 
breath of air—~certainly not a regretful sigh 
—has borne it from the tomb. His was not 
one of the few immortal names that were 
not born to die ; at least, for the present, 
the world has agreed to forget him. Pos- 
sibly it means no reflection thereby. It has 
also forgotten the lamented John Wells, 
Jacob Van Vetchen, and Elisha Williams, 
his brilliant competitors at the bar. Even 
Hamilton, his target victim, is no longer re- 
membered. 

As for Burr there are many reasons why 
he should have been so soon forgotten. Tra- 
dition and legend have handed down bis 
name blackened by every crime. Long be- 
fore his death, even when poor, wretched 
and alone in the world, he stemmed mis- 
fortune’s tide, the world bad resolved to for- 
get him. No one spoke to him, nor seemed 
to notice him, as engaged in the active du- 
ties of an arduous profession, he walked the 
populous streets of New York. If met in 
the stage- coach, no one addressed him; if 
on the ferry which conducted him to the soli- 
sary island home he was not recognised. 
In some cases it might have been because of 
his threadbare coat; in others, like all men, 
he was naturally forgotten, when, his power 
lost, he had no more favours to give, and 
the once brilliant light no longer attracted 
the flitting moths; but it cannot be disguised 
that those had forgotten, who should have 
remembered him ; he was shunned in the 
street; his friends did not know him; if 
pointed out ata distance, it was as one who 
had the accursed mark of Cain upon him. 

We do not know a sublimer picture than 
that presented by this celebrated man, in the 
last hours of declining life. His early course 
had been peculiarly successful. He wasa 
soldier of the revolution, distinguished for 
courage, and skill, and activity ; his repu- 
tation had been high at the bar, as a trusty 
counsellor and eloquent advocate ; he had 
been a successful politician, admired for his 
tact, and loaded with the favours of his peo 
ple ; he had also been Vice President of the 
United States, and presided over the Senate 
with impartiality and dignity ; as he con- 
cluded his farewell address, there was nota 
dry eye in tho chamber. Added to all these 
public honors, happy domestic relations 
were the crowning jewels of his happiness. 
He was proud of his descent from two of 
the best stocks of the country ; he was the 
favoured scion of the houses of Edward and 
Burr. He had the choicest education that 
could be afforded, and bis proficiency was 
such as to make his nearest and fondest re- 
lations rejoice. He had also been happy in 
his marriage, the fruit of which was a daught- 
er, of whom any father might have been 
proud, She was beautiful in person, intel- 
ligentin mind, and gifted wih a lively fancy, 
and brilliant imagination. These natural 
gifts had been cultivated by the most careful 
education. ‘Ihe conversation of the daught- 
er, when a child, was the delight of the 
father ; when a matron, his pride. Given to 
the man of her own and father’s choice, who 
also stood high in his native State, as a gen- 
tleman, scholar, and successful statesman, 
she was the mother of a beautiful son, not 
more the parents’ joy than the grandfather's 
pride. This little pledge that the family 
should not die and become extinct, also 
bore the name of Aaron Burr. Thus happy 
in his public relations and domestic circle, 
connected with the past by proud and glori- 
ous remembrances; with the future by a 
golden link, what was wanting to fill up the 
cup of his happiness? Nothing, perhaps, 
save that right judgment of Solon, who 
counted the poor and obscure, but pious 
Athenian, the happiest of men, in preference 
to the proud and wealthy Lydian King. 

In a moment, in the twinkling of an eye, 
all this happiness was melted down and be- 
came as dross—the golden realities that al- 
ready reached through three generations, 
became as a vision that is passed. A fear- 
ful renconire drove Aaron Burr, the soldier, 
the statesman, an outlaw from the land. A 
price was set upon his head. He was hunted 
from town to town, city to city. He fled 
in disguise from the face of man. He was 
tried for treason and his fair fame blackened 
for ever. His small fortune gradually melt- 
ed away—he was a wanderer and beggar 
upon the face of the earth. His daughter 
on the way to visit him and soften his woes, 
was seized and barbarously murdered by 
pirates. His grandchild was cut down and 
wilted in death-—-relatives disowned him.

G. P. R. James is 
about fifty years old; it was Washington 
Irving who first recommended him to a 
career of authorship. Sheridan Knowles, 
sixty eight years old, is the son of a famous 
Irish schoolmaster, who was a cousin of 
Richard Brinsley Sheridan. Mr. Knowles 
wrote his first play in the twenty-first year; 
his plays are thirteen in number; he now 
enjoys a government pension of two hundred 
pounds a year. Lamartine is sixty-two;

European Affairs. 
The difficulty existing between Austria and 
Turkey wears a much more favorable aspect, 
and by the intervention of other powers, will 
be settled peaceably. The British Government 
demanded anexplanation from Austria, and at 
the same time announced her policy as to main- 
taining the independence of Turkey, and the 
balance of power on the Continent. The pro- 
visions of the treaty ubout to be signed, are 
understood to require from the Turkish govern- 
ment the dismissal of the Poles and Hungari- 
ans, now serving in che army. The Porte is to 
withdraw her soldiers from Montenegro, and 
pay an indemnity for the benefit of Austrian 
subjects. Kieck and Sutorniaare still to be con- 
sidered a part of the territory of Turkey, but 
the Porte relinquishes the right to fortify, 
Lebenay, the Hungarian who atiempted to 
take the life of the Emperor of Austria, has 
been executed. The injuries inflicted are much 
more serious than was at first supposed, and it 
will be some time before the Emperor is entire- 
ly recovered. Another conspiracy has been 
discovered in Hungary, and about five hundred 
arrests made. 
France is quiet. The Emperor has appoint- 
ed Commissioners to visit every part of the Em- 
pire, enquire into the condition of the people 
and remedy any evil that may be found. He 
still exhibits much severity toward those who 
are bold enough to express their hostility to his 
government, and has givon warnings to three 
of the mest prominent papers in Paris.

Pacific’ States. 

A2 t for the division of California into 
three different States is beginning to be agita- 
ted, nnd is said to be received with favor by a 
considerable portion of the people of that State. 
The States in contemplation are to be named 
“ Tulare,” comprising the Southern portion and 
containing ubout 30,000 inhabitants; “ Cali- 
fornia” proper, containing over 200,000; and 
“Sierra,” the mountain portion, which has 
23,000 inhabitants. One of the prime objects 
in urging the adoption of this measure, is the 
introduction of slave labor into the Southern 
section, where the soil and climate are admi- 
rably fitted forthe growth of grain and cotton, 
and for rendering field labor highly profita- 
ble. 

In some portions of the newly acquired 
territory, the natives are organizing a party 
for the’ purpose of electing men of their own 
class exclusively, to represent them in the 
State and National Legislatures ; and are 
active in their opposition to the promotion of 
any of ourcitizens among them. Such a state 
of affairs is much to be deplored, and, if attended 
with success, will greatly check the growth and 
prosperity of this favored region.

Washington Intelligence. 

In our last issue, we published an article ta- 
ken from the Baltimore Sun, in reference to 
the condition of our relations with Great Bri- 
tain and Central America. By the speech of 
Mr. Everett, in the Senate, we are led to be- 
lieve that the matters of difference between the 
two govegnments will be amicably determined, 
and thut all apprehensions as to any serious re- 
sult are entirely groundless. 

Mr. Everett states that he received from the 
new Ministry, a proposition for the adjustment 
of the quarrel between the Central American 
States; and that the Dritish Government were 
willing, and had proposed to relinquish the pro- 
tectorate of the Musquito Kingdom, und suffer 
Nicaragua to obtain possession thereof, by ad- 
mitting the Indians to citizenship in common 
with the other inhabitants, They proposed 
that each government should appoint a special 
minister to visit the States of Central America, 
and, if possible, produce a reconciliation be- 
tween them. This proposition had heen ac- 
ceded to by our government. 

Mr. Everett thinks that the English Gavorn- 
meut has not violated the Cluyton-Bulwer 
treaty. The Bay Islands have been claimed 
as British Territory, belonging to the Balize ; 
but he believed that the goverument, in view of 
the declared policy of the United States, would 
exhibit no serious opposition to vesting tho 
right to these islands in Honduras, the govern- 
ment to which they geographically belong. 

The Senator has not succeeded so well, how- 
ever in accounting for the course of conduct 
pursued by the steamer Devastation, at Truxillo. 
Some months since, the commandant at Trux- 
illo despatched a body of troops to Limas, to 
prevent the cutting of muhoghkny by English 
citizens, who had refused to pay the required 
duty. The mission of the steamer was to de- 
mand, with a threat, the immediate withdrawal 
of the troops; which was complied with under 
protest. Mr. Everett says, the British Go- 
vernment only desired that Honduras should 
perform no act of sovereignty, until the title to 
this territory, which has been in dispute, be es- 
tablished. 

Honduras, however, had the right to occupy 
the country with her troops and perform acts 
of sovercignty, so far forth as was necessary to 
prevent the encroachments which were made 
upon the disputed territory, by British subjects. 
Much the same right was asserted and main- 
tained by our own government at the commence- 
ment of the Mexican war; and iu strict justice, 
a gaaranty should have been afforded to Hon- 
duras by the British authorities, that no tres- 
pass whatever would be made upon the terri- 
tory, antil the dispute be settled and the title 
clearly ascertained. 

In all probability, the complicated affairs of 
the Central American States will be setiled to 
the satisfaction of all parties, and the United 
States succeed in maintaining the policy she 
has adopted in reference to forcign interven- 
tion; though, in this instance, and on account 
of other causes, no positive benefit will accrue 
to our country.

Tun Marriace Cergmony.—The Cheraw 
Gazette, of the 16th instant, contains an article 
which, like some passages in Scripture, will no 
doubt be news to many of our readers. It says: 

„During the Court of Sessions last week, an 
individual was tried fur the crime of bigamy. 
and acquitted. In the charge of his Honor, 
Judge Frost, to the Jury, he remarked that there 
was no law in the State of South Carolina pre- 
scribing a marriage ceremonial. That if a 
citizen wished to bny or sell a piece of land the 
law prescribed the form of deed or title; that if 
he wished to buy or tell a negro, there wasa le- 
gal form for the bill of sale; that if he wished 
to secure the payment of money to himself, or 
to another, ut a future time, there was a legal 
form for the bond or note; but for the bonds of 
the most solemn and binding obligation into 
which man or woman could enter, there was no 
legally prescribed form. If the couple who de- 
sire to enter into the holy state of wedlock, 
choose to callin a clergyman or a magistrate 
before whom to make their vows of love and 
fidelity, it is well; but if they prefer to make 
their vows to each other and assume the rela- 
tions of husband and wife, acknowledging each 
other as such before the world, it is also well. 
By the latter mode they enter into as indissolu- 
ble a bond as by the former. If Mr. A. and 
Miss R. jump over a broom, the former saying, 
I take this woman to be my wedded wife, and 
the latter. I take this man to be my wedded hus- 
band, and go to housekeeping, they are N 
married, have entered into a bond of union whic 
cannot be annulled, so long as they both live.” 

This is all right. Marrying is but a means 
to an end, and in this case at least, the end 
eanctifies the means.” But the custom in this 
State is not by any means so enlightened as 
that which prevailed in the West, when the 
State of Illinois was “ nowhar.” In the whole 
country round about ‘Copperas Precinct,” at 
one time, there could not be found a single 
Justice of the Quorum, nor Missionary, nor in- 
deed any man who felt his keeping in the least. 
The resalt was, that the young people could not 
get any one to do the clinching, and, in eelf- 
defence, had to betake themselves to an expe- 


dient, which the Olive Branch thinks clearly de- 
monstrates the truth that “some things can be 
done as well as others. Inasmuch as old Mr. 
R——, was fixed upon, by general consent, to 
be the Justice, when the law should be intro- 
duced into the Precinct,” he felt himself con-

Cotton Institute-—A writer in one of the Goor- 
Sia papers proposes that the coitdh-growing 
States hold a Congress and appropriate fifty 
millions of dollats to the cotton planters more 
than they will receive from the present crop of 
cotton, and that the amount for reimbursement 
to this Southern Congress be raised in the fol- 
lowing manner: Let the Legislatures of 
North Carolina, South Carolina, Georgia, Ten- 
nessee, Alabama, Mississippi, Louisiana. Texas 
and Arkans:s, pass each a law authorizing and 
empowering a certain number of delegates to 
meet in some one of the States, with full power 
to fix and make permanent the price of cot- 
ton for twelve months at each sitting. And as 
it seems that cotton at 121 cents 1s chenper 
than either hemp or silk. that price could be 
fixed for the coming or present crop. The 
whole amount deposited in the Cotton Institute, 
at the various seaports, ready for shipment 
Whenever purchased by the Northern or 
European manufactories at the specified sum.” 

Similar propositions to this have been made, 
at one time or another, during the past ten 
= but have been treated as they deserve 

y the planters When cotton rules low there 
may be some show of excuse for these attempts 
to raise prices, but even then they are unnat- 
uraland musefail to secure their object; fur 
the lower cotton is, tlie less able would the cot- 
ton States or the people be to hold their crops. 
When the staple commands fair prices, gs it 
does now in the face of overwhelming crops, no 
State or planter would feel disposed to risk 
forcing them up to a higher point. We imag. 
ine planters are pretty well contented with the 
present prices.—Carolinian 


Extraordinary Outrage.—-A few days ago, as 
the Rev. C. H. Kelly. of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, in Ciark Country, (Mo.) was 
conciuding the morning service, a man rushed 
up into the pulpit, with a pistol in his hand, 
und seized him charged him with stealing a 
horse, and, notwithstanding the remonstran- 
ces of those present. his — were tied and his 
legs chained. In this condition he was placed 
on a horse and taken to the State of lowa, 
where a man named Chas. H. Kelly had es- 
caped from the penitentiary.

Che Cattor Markets 


Crxester, March 29. 

In consequence of the very favorable prices 
which have reigned during the past week, the 
market has been much more avimated than for 
some weeks previous. Prices continued at our 
last quotationa until yesterday, when the un- 
favorable news brought by the Asia came to 
Land. About 300 bales have been sold. We 
now quote at from 6 to 93, with a slight down- 
ward tendency. 


Coreunta, March, 28. 
We have but few transactions to notice in 
Cotton to-day. The supply on sale was light, 
and the demand quict, at prices in favor of the 
buyer. 75 bales were sold at 74 to 10} cents. 


Cuariesreon, March 28. 
The sales of cotton this moraing were but 
500 bules, at 71 a 10}. 


Cotton Statement. 

The receipts of cotton at all the ports since 
the first of September last, up to the latest dates, 
amount to 2,629,057 bales, against 2,172,567 
bales during the same period last season. The 
exports to Great Britain amount to 1,041,569 
bales, showing an increase on those of last 
year of 236.541 bales; the exports to France 
amount to 411,839 bales, showing a decrease of 
62.667. The total exports to foreign ports show 
an increase of 219,140 bales. The shipments 
to northern ports amount to 606,934 bales, 
showing a decrease trom those of last season of 
42,546 bales. The stocks on band and on ship- 
board ut the various ports amount to 776,011 
bales, showing an increase, on these of last year 
at the same time of 153,897 bales. 


Cotton Prospects. 

George G. Henry, a well known commis- 
sion merchantin Mobile, and one very favora- 
bly known for correctness iu his estimates of 
previous cotton crops and prices, in a letter to 
the editor of the Cotton Planter, estimates the 
crop at 3,000,000 bales and adds : 

Should the receipts run up to 3.000.000, 
the crop has been then at least 250,000 bales 
heavier than last year. I have doubted taking 
all things into cosideration, if it were really 
heavier. Last year at least 250.000 bales of old 
cotton came to hand, which. depressed through- 
out tho cotton region, is held for other years. 
This crop will loose that sort ofaid. It will all 
come forward. I believe, as I do not know of 
any feeling in favor of holding cotton back in 
the country anywhere. 0 

70 Well, with all the favorable ooncurru ele- 
ments, if it is found the crop will not excced 
3,000,000, middling cotton, I think, will go to 
7d, before the Ist of July in Liverpool; and if 
worms, which nrade a pretty respectable com - 
mencement last year, should acquit“ themselves 
with their usual taste and impartiality, (and 
they are fully due this year, as it is the 7th 
since 1846.) why, prices will go to 8 or 9d. for 
middlings next fall. 

“ Middlings which we sold this time lust 
year for 6ic.. we are now selling for 84c., and 
such were selling at the same time in Liverpool 
at4id., and were, at last dates, selling at 51d. 
this year—a difference here of lic. higher, 
while these prices are equal to 21e. higher. The 
pressure of our receipts, and our anxiety to 
soll, put us /ower than we should be evidently 
if these receipts could have been diffuse through- 
out the year. ,
